British Hold Bridgehead 

Although on the eastern wing the British have given up numerous 

Villages, which they previously burned, they are holding tightly to 
the bridgehead position on the left bank of the river Struma in the 
Lake Tahinos-Butkovo sector, northeast of Saloniki. That the retire- 
ment.of the British is voluntary is indicated by the Bulgarian official 
report dealing with the manoeuvre, which does not mention any 
fighting as having taken place. There has, however, already been 
wmsoine activity on the part of the British in the Vardar-Lake Doiran 
sector, but Sofia reports that the attempt made by them to advance

Otherwise there has been no fighting anywhere in France 
fJor Belgium except by raiding parties and by the artillery wings of 
opposing forces, 
In the Austro-Italian theatre the first fighting in more than a 
week on the Carso Plateau, where recently the Italians attempted to 
break through toward Trieste is chronicled by Rome. Northwest of 
gJamiano the Italians in an attack have been able to advance and 
straighten ont their line. In the Trentino zone Austrian attacks 
against Italian positions on the Asiago Plateau and in the Vodice dis- 
trict were repulsed.

Germans Flying In Squadrons— 
British Airmen Ready 
For Them,

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
June 18, via London.—-Having beer 
virtually driven from the air during 
the battJe of Messines, the Germas 
air forcé+s have been attempting to re 
assert themselves during the pas 
week by adopting the familiar o! 
Teuton tactics of mass formatior 
The British pilots report that they 
seldom meet the Germans now it 
squadrons of iess than fifteen ma- 
chines. while occasionally they en- 
counter an enemy aerial “army” con- 


sisting of from forty to sixty ma- 
chines. ' 
None of these great formations 


have yet been able to cross the Brit- 


ish lines, for the new tactics have 
found the Royal Flying Corps pre- 
pared, and numbers have been met 


with numbers. Some of the battles of 
the last few cays have found as many 
as fifty and eighty machines involved. 

All these engagements have occur- 
red well inside German territory and 
have been barely visible from the 
British lines. The pilots engaged 
found the fighting so heavy that they 
had no time to reckon the losses in- 
flicted upon the retreaing Germans 
Later, however, British machines flew 
over the ground Rounbng: the ma- 
chines which had been urned or 
wrecked. After one of ‘these genera! 
melees ten enemy, air planes were seen. 
smashed,-while-only two British fit- 
ers had been compelled to abandon 
the fight, one of these being able to 
land within his own lines. 

One young British pilot, who bids 
soon to rival the record made by the 
late Capt. Ball, emulated the latter 
a few days ago by deliberately “sit 
ting’’ over a German airdrome some 
twenty miles within the enemy lines 
and smashing one by one four ma- 
chines which come to attack him.

OTTAWA, June 18.—Sir Robert 
Boren tabled in the commons today 
the correspondence between Hon. EB. 
L. Patenaude, secretary of siate, who 
resigned from the cabinet a week ago 
Saturday, and himself. Mr. Pate- 
naudo in his letter @ald that from the 
moment the prime minister had an- 


nounced his intention to introduce 
conscription ne had drawn his atten- 
tion to its extrem@ gravity and to 


the consequences Which to his mind 
would follow. He had abstained from 
hasty action beca he had_ enter 
tained the hope at the serious 
events which were developing would 
induce the prime minister to modify, 
if not to completely change, his de- 
cision, “IT cann now expect my 
hope will be realized, You have, in 
fact decided to introduce, without fur- 
ther delay, your proposed bill, and 
have it passed during this session. 
Therefore I feel Hound to sever my 
connection with the cabinet on this 
question,” 

Mr. Patenaude Went on to say that 
he had always thought it to be the 
duty of Canada to give the cause. of 
the allies genero support, but he 
could not concur ff measures which 
imperil national Unity. It would be 
better, he said, ta keep the country 
united in the present effort than to 
attempt a mightier one that would 
cause national disruption. Mr, Pate- 
naude declared it. was not his inten- 
tion to associate himeelf in any way 
with the extreme Views expressed in 


lifferent parts of the country. These 
he deplored. In closing, Mr. Paie- 
‘aude said that he did not question 


the rectitude or the patriotism of the 
prime minisetr, 

Sir Rohert FPerden, in reply, accept- 
Ing the resignation, said’ that the 
military service bill does not embody 
a new principle so far as compulsory 
service was concerned. The only 
question, he sald, Was as to the char- 
neter of the emergency and the duty 
of the government, He could not em- 
phasize too strongly the tremendous 
gravity of the war and its relation to 
every part of the empire, As to dan- 
cer of disunion and discord, he re- 
ferred Mr, Patenatide to his observa- 
tions upon the introduction of the 
bill.

Ottawa Press Despatch Says 
Officials Are Working On 
Proposed Changes.

WINNIPEG, June 18.—An Ottawa 
despatch to the Free Press today 
says: 


“With a view of decreasing the high 
cost of divor:es the legal officials of 
parliament and of the departme x :f 
justice are at present working on som? 
amendments ar« changes in the pro- 
cedure as it at present obtains. Out 
on the prairies men have been stack- 
ing up money to secure the severance 
of marital entanglements which *x.s* 
only by law, and in many cases have 
been unable to afford the expenses 
even after their former mates have 
long been absent from them. The chief 
difficulty is connected with the bring- 
ing of witnesses to Ottawa and pay- 
ment of legal fees. 

“It is proposed that a king's proc 
tor will be appointed in connection 
with the par'iamentary divorce com- 
mittee; that provision will be made 
for the taking of evidence at varl- 
ous points throughout the country, 
and that such evidence may be pre- 
sented here by the king's proctor, the 
presence of ‘he petitioner, and prob- 
ably of the respondent only, being re- 
quired, It is also proposed that legal 
fees be fixed by law.” 


DEPRECIATION IN 
VALUE OF MARK IS 
MADE PEACE PLEA 


Vorwaerts Says Improvement Im- 
possible So Long As Ger- 
many Wages War.

AMSTERDAM, June 18, via London, 
—Lamenting the depreciation in value 
of the mark the Socialist newspaper 
Vorwaerts of Berlin, says there are 
various reasons for this, including the 
determined will to war of the United 
States which has made an extraordin- 
ary impression in ueutral countries.

Senor komen», editor of the Corres- 
pondencia de Espagna, summed = up 
the general grievance in a_ forcible 
article recently. He wrote: 

“We ought all to imitate the sol- 
diers in refusing to be down-trodden 
a moment longer. The soldiers have 
shown us the only way possible—ar 
organization with the tirm determin- 
ation to carry our point regardless of 
sacrifice, 

"The whole of Spain, with the ex- 
ception of a thousand families, who 
monopolize the sweets of office, is sick 
to death of the favoritism which con- 
demns the country to eternal stagna- 
tion, and is only waiting for the sie 
nal to rise like one man and do away 
with it forever.

The debate was continued by H. H. 
Stevens, of Vancouver and Hon, Chas 
Marcil. Mr. Stevens maintained that 
under circumstances such as the pres- 
ent precedents must be set asile and 
all our efforts must be bent to the 
winning of the war. 

Hon, Charles Marcil said that it 
would be disastrous for the govern- 
ment to attempt to force conscription 
in Quebec, To pass the bill without 
consulting the people would be an act 
of tyranny. It would not be possible, 
he said, to imprison 150,000 men if 
they should refuse to obey a law 
passed by parliament without the ap- 
proval of the people, Parliament had 
no mandate to put a bill into force. 
There should be dissolution and an 
election. 

Premicr’s Speech, 

The prime minister sald that 
Hament would now discuss the 
ciple of the bill and he desired to 
emphasize wat he said on the first 
reading of the bill, that it involves no 
new principle, The chief difference 
between the proposed measure and 
the militia act ia that the militia act 
leaves the selection of men to the bal- 
lot, or in other words, to blind chance. 
This is changed from blind chance to 
intelligent selection. The tribunals 
who make the selection will be abso- 
lutely free from suspicion. Sir Rob- 
ert Borden then placed on the records 
the statistics of the number of men 
available for military service, present- 
ed to the house in the last few weeks 
and prepared by R, H. Coates, These 
showed that there are in Canada, 
1,583,549 men available for service, of 
whom 760,453 are single men. Of the 
single men, 636,746 are, between the 
ages of 20 and 34. The number of 
married men between the ages of 20 
and 34 is 429,944. From these num- 
bers, Sir Robert sald, must be deduct 
ed those not fit for military service. 

In closing, he said he presented the 
bill in the spirit in which it had been 
Prepared and expressed the hope that 
there would be little delay in passing 
it in order that necessary support edn 
be given, without delaying, the gallant 
men who are fighting the battle of Ub- 
erty at the front 

Sir Robert's speech was unexpected- 
ly brief. He resumed his seat at 3:40 
and Sir Wilfrid rose, 

Sir Wilfrid's Views, 

Sir Wilfrid said that the bill would 
be discussed with moderation, Re- 
ferring to the premier’s statement 
that he dreaded the day on which the 
soldiers return to Canada if this bill 
is not passed, he said that he believed 
that when the soldiers returned to 
Canada, they will not forget the great 
cause of freedom for which they have 
fought. 

Sir Wilfrid said that the govern- 
ment had promised from the begin- 
ning of the war not to introduce con- 
scription, but now had come forward 
with a measure of conscription 

“If L rise today to oppose this bill,” 
he said, “it is not because TI have 
changed.

Referring to the premier’s coalition 
proposals, Sir Wilfrid declared that he 
had been asked to become an adjunct 
of the government to pass a law which 
had already been decided upon. The 
government had failed to realize that 
there was public opinion to be recon- 
ciled and as a result a deep cleavage 
in the Canadian people was tho result 
of the introduction cf this legislation. 

This cleavage exists in all the pro 
vinces of the dominion. Sir Wilfrid 
spoke of the opposition of the laboring 
classes and said they were not less pa- 
triotic but they believed if they were 
to be called upon to give thelr blood, 
the wealthy classes should be called 
upon to give of thelr wealth, 

“Which is the best,’ the opposition 
leader asked, “compulsion with irri- 
tation or consultation with unity and 
general satisfaction?” Referring to 
the question of Quebec, Sir Wilfrid 
gaid that the showing of the province 
Was not very satisfactory and it was 
due to the fact that there have been 
no relations, family cr dtherwise, be- 
tween Quebec and France eince ths 
conquest of Canada by Britain, On 
the other hand there is hardly a fam- 
{ly in the English-speaking provinces 
which has not relatives in Great Brit- 
ain. 

Sir Wilfrid closed his speech by 
moving, seconded by Hon Frank Oli- 
ver, an amendment to the second 
reading of the conscription bill, call- 
Ing for suspension of consideration of 
the bill until the question can be sub- 
mitted to the people by way of a ref- 
erendum, 

He intimated that his own followers 
would have the personal right to 
vote as he pleased, He said that steps 


should be taken to give the soldiers 
and others an opportunity to vote, 
and pledged the support of Quebec 
In the event of the referendum be- 
ing adopted. 
Hon, Frank Oliver 
Hon. Frank Oliver, who resumed 


the debate after the recess, said the 
measure of compulsion had been in- 
troduced because the voluntary system 
had broken down, And why had it 
broken down? Who was responsible? 
Who, if not the government? Sir 
George Foster had talked eloquently 
of the responsibility toward the men 
who had gone to carry Canada’s naine 
into the battle.

NEW EMIGRATION 
BODY SUGGESTED 


Establishment of Imperial Oom- 
mittee to Regulate Emigration 
May be Recommended 


London, June 18.—The Canadian 
Associated l’ress learns that the com- 
mittee on emigration and empire set- 
tlement which was instituted some 
time ago by the British government 
and which is made up of representa- 
tives of the varions departments con- 
cerned of the British government and 
the dominions, has completed its la- 
bors, and will present its report al- 
most immediately, Forty-seven wit- 
nesses repres ting every part of the 
empire were catled, and Also repre- 
sentatives of philanthropic and social 
societies’ in fact, representatives of 
all institutions which take either a 
practical or an academic interest in 
immigration, The committee, the Ca- 
nadian Associated Press understands, 
will report in favor of the establish- 
ment of an imperial emigration com- 
mittee, which possibly shall be a sub- 
department of the existing govern- 
ment department, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the colonial office, the lo- 
cal government board, the board of 
trade and the overseas dominions. 
This department will have power to 
regulate immigration, license agents, 
supervise literature and generally 
have authoritative control in all emti- 
gration matters,

Soldier Tells a Graphic 
Story of Life As It Is 


Surgery 


In bluff, soldierly fashion, without 
any frills of language or flights of 
ortaory, Pte. Ivan 8. Rossiter absolute- 
ly rivetted the attention of an audi- 
ence which completely filled the First 
Presbyterian church for two hours 
last night, while he told the story of 
his capture by the Germans, at Ypres, 
last May, his experiences in hospitals 
and prison camps and fis final dis- 
charge six months later. Pte. Rossiter 
went overseas with the 8rd Mounted 
Rifles and was taken prisoner in the 
front line trenches, after having been 
wounded, when the Germans made 
their great attack on the sallent, some 
thirteen months ugo. 

Surgery With Scissors 

Pte. Rossiter is a boyish-looking 
young chap, who has lost part of a fin- 
ger and several of the bones of his 
right hand, These were taken off in 
a German hospital with a pair of scis- 


sors and with no anaesthetics em 
ployed, The wounds were doctored 
with some sort of mineral ointment 


and, because of this generally unskil- 
ful surgery and lack of subsequent at- 


tention, Pte. Rossiter said that his 
hand w@uld probably never be rea- 
tored to the condition which proper 


care would have given. 

Pte. Rossiter had not a good word 
to say for the German hospitals and 
the treatment which the British and 
Canadian prisoners received from the 
German nurses and doctors, One doc- 
tor made it a practice to try and 
dampen his patients’ spirits by a daily 
account of German victories, largely 


fictitious, 
Insufficient Food 
The chief complaint was the in- 
sufficiency of the rations, Micros- 
copic allowances of bread, tiny fish 


and soup that was three parts water 
and one part kitchen .odds and ends 
was the staple of their diet. The 
speaker related with glee the exploit 
of a number of Canadians detailed to 
shell peas who concealed a lot in their 
pockets and = surreptitiously cooked 
them in the furnace fire. But, said 
he, there is no pain like hunger unsat- 
isfied and declared that the prisoner 
patients were glad to volunteer to 
serve as kitehen orderlies in order 
that they might get the seraps that 
the German officers left upon their 
plates 

No tobacco was provided, for which 
deprivation ther was no excuse, as 
the Germans had plenty, and the only 
way the boys had of getting any was 
to hunt for the stubs of cigars and 
cigarettes which had been thrown 
away. The speaker said that the par- 
cels of food from home were a God- 
send and were welcome indeed to the 
hungry fellows. 

In Prison Pen 

After leaving the hospital Pte. Ros- 
siter was confined for several months 
in the prison camp at Selilager. It 
was a bit of land, 500 by 200 feet and 
Surrounded by a double enclosure of 
wire, and patrolled by many German 
sentries, The prisoners slept in bar- 
racks, 50 by 100 feet, and were is- 
sued a small blanket, a coverlid of 
sorts agid stuffed with “scraps of pa- 
per,”’ and an apology for a mattress. 
They also had a bow! and a towel 
made of paper, wood and twine, which 
latter Pte, Rossiter tried to bring 
home as a souvenir only the Germans 


wouldn't let him, 

Here again the food was very, very 
bad. The 2-oz, loaf of war bread 
was composed of rye flour, potato

In German Prison Camps 


Pte. Rossiter Holds Attention Of Great Audience By His Recital— 
With Scissors And No Anaesthetics—Lack Of Food Chief 
Complaint—British Prisoner Bayonetted For Refusing To Work 
In Salt Mines—Dutch Sympathise With British. 


flour and sawdust. The chief basis 
of the soup was water, to which was 
added potato peelings, putrid fish, rot- 
ten cabbage or meat which could not 
be allowed to remain in the building 
on account of the smell. 

In this camp the prisoners were al- 
lowed some recreation, which was not 
the case of them all. They had a 
theatre, a library and a chapel, Pte. 
Rossiter described in an amusing way 
how they had accepted an invitation to 
attend church in the town and were 
marched thither under guard of sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets, 

Like a Stage Review 

Subsequently he was transferred to 
the prison camp at Hamelin, The 
party of 4,000 or more was taken by 
train by a roundabout way and at 
every town where they stopped cheer- 
ing crowds gathered, It transpired 
that they were being exhibited as 
prisoners newly captured at the 
Somme and as a stimulus to a war 
loan which was being raised, 

Pte, Rossiters’ declaration that Brit- 


ish prisoners invariably refused to 
work at munition making brought 
forth a wave of applause, Ile re- 


gretted that he could not say as much 
for the other prisoners. All prisoners 
who were fit were compelled to work 
somehow, but the British always had 
to be watched. They were fond of 
volunteering for farm work and Pte. 
Rossiter declared that in the capacity 
of farm laborers they were doing al- 
most as much for their country as 
if they were still in the trenches, The 
German housewife had learned to har 
sorrow that if she wanted a British 
prisoner to plant a field of potatoes 
she had to see every spud put in, 
otherwise she found that the whole 
crop was coming up in some mysteri- 
ous manner in the corner of the 
field, 
Bayonctted a Prisoner 

Other Englishmen were put to work 
at the cavalry base but were taken 
away ina hurry. ‘The prisoners man- 
aged to put 60 horses out of business 
before they went, however. An Ine 
cident which aroused a sign of exe- 
cration was that of a British prisoner 
who had refused to work longer in a 
salt mine, in which the salt powder 
had made running sores on his back, 
and was bayonetted for his refusal. 
That happened from time to time, sald 
the lecturer and the number of graves 


in the cemetery which was the in- 
variable accompaniment of every 
cump, was steadily growing larger. 

Pte. Rossiter paid a warm tribute 
to the work of Ambassador Gerard, 
in mitigating conditions in the Ger- 
man prison camps He sald that 


with some 60 others, were 
they were treated 


when he, 
finally exchanged, 


with the utmost kindness and hos- 
pitality by the Dutch but that the 
Germans who were exchanged for 
them were let severely alone, This 
showed how the hearts of the people 
of Holland really were.

A Potato Patch Pile 
To the Editor of Woman's Page: 
Dear Madam—Did you ever hear of 
making “a potato patch pil Build 
up a heap, first a layer of seed pota- 


toes, then layer 1 inch well rotted 
manure then six inches of black earth, 
more potatoes manure and earth. 


These piles are made from 4 to 6 feet 
high, but each must be crated wtih 
open slatted sides, 2 ine hes apart 
(any old sticks will do here), 80 po- 
tato vines can grow through. My aunt 
who lives in St, Paul, says they raise 
astonishingly big quantities of first 
grade potatoes on wee bits of waste 
land in the city thereby following this 
“patch pile’ plan, One man they 
knew harvested 42 bushels from 
such a pile, in size 4 x § ft. and 6 feet 
high. Just think what a help in the 
42 bushels of good potatoes are and 
then hie you right out to that bit of 
struggle to keep food to the family 
ground that you thought too small to 
bother with and proceed to make 
yourself a patch pile. Even ashes can 


help here , throw a few handfulls be- 
tween each layer in the pile patch. 
Even yet you know it's not too late, 
for the quick maturing kinds like Six 
Weeks, Early Ohio and Early Rose

the year following their first showing 
in New York, where over a quarter of 
a million people saw and studied 
them, that the city enjoyed a lower 
death-rate of young babies than in 
any previous year in its history. The 
panels which will be shown at Ead- 
monton exhioition this year not only 
deal with the baby's health-——others 
cover the child's food, how to eat, 
what to eat, and what not to eat; the 
care of the teeth, disease prevention, 
correct breathing, the care of the eyes,

German Submarine Toll Of 
British Merchant 


Vessels. 


Washington, June 18.-—The German 
submarine toll of British merchant 
shipping since February 17, as shown 
in offielal British figures compiled to- 
day, is $22 vessels of more than 1,600 
tons and 135 of less than 1,400, British 
steain fishing vessels are incomplete, 
but a three weeks’ total was 78. 


Submarines in the period given at- 
tecked 299 ships unsuccessfully and 
the weekly pereventage of unsuccessful 
attacks has ranged from 51 to 75, Dur- 
ing the Jast week given— the seven 
days ending June 9—it wag 68.

plause), I am sure we all have the 


hirhest respect for Mr. Hebden, and 
I hope that in the position as man- 
aging director, which he now fills so 
creditably, he will be at a good many 
annual meetings to come, I think 
gentlemen, we are all satisfied with 
the change made in this way, and in 
the elevation of Mr. ¢lacarow to fill 
the position of general manager thus 
left vacant by Mr, Hebden.

SOME BANISHER 
IS LORD BYRON 


Has Put Away Thirty-Five Na- 
tional League Players 
¥ 


So Far. 

Lord Byron, or “Battling Byron,” 
as he is now known since his bout 
with John McGraw In Cincinnatl last 
Friday, leads all the National league 
umpires by several city blocks In 
banishing players. Thirty-five have 
been exiled in the National thus far 
and Byron takes credit for 19 of these 
dismissals. Ernest Quigley has re- 
moved seven, Al Orth four, Hank 
O'Day three, Charles Rigler one and 
Bill Klem one. Most of the players 
Byron has chased have been tossed 
off the field because they thought 
they could call balls and strikes - 
ter than he could. 

The start of Friday's scrap between 
Byron and McGraw dates back, it 
is believed, to the game of June 6, 
in Cineinnati, in which six men— 
four Reds and two Glants—were told 
to get off the green. All McGraw 
did to get banished was to remark to 
Byron, who is shy a finger on one of 
his hands: “I suppose you lost that 
finger in somebody's pocket.”

Rheims Cathedral Will be Turned

WHAT ABOUT THIS? 


It is notable that those Conser- 
vative papers which vociferously 
assert that the Sifton Government 
got the solid support of the alien- 
born voters—especially of voters 
of German and Austrian descent 
—do not cite as proof the result in 
the constituency of Stony Plain. 
That constituency contains a larg- 
er percentage of voters of German 
descent than any other constitu- 
ency in the Province, and it elect- 
ed the Oppositon candidate. 


A SOUTHAM VIEW. 


The Calgary Herald expresses 
the view that ‘‘No party or sect or 
‘‘race should be allowed to domin- 
‘ate this Dominion, and the party, 
‘sect, or race that tries its hand 
‘tat anything approaching domin- 
‘ation should be severely sat 
‘‘upon. Majority must rule or the 
‘*state will go to smash.’’ Presum- 
ably, the Herald thinks the major- 
ity should be given a chance to 
say whether they approve the sort 
of discriminatory and restricted 
conscription proposed by Sir 
Robert Borden without consulta- 
tion with his party or anybody 
else, 


CAUSE AND EFIECT. 

Col, Currie, Conservative M., P., 
has been criticizing the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce for 
lacking aggressiveness, and also 
censures the United States Govy- 
ernment for stipulating that loans 
made to the Allies must be spent 
in the United States. He is right 
enough in attributing a want of 
aggressiveness to our Canadian 
trade and commerce department, 
though somewhat slow in discover- 
ing it. But what is to be gained 
by censuring Washington for its 
aggressiveness along the same line 
is not apparent. The Allies are 
glad enough to get United States 
money on’ condition that it be 
spent for United States supplies; 
and conditions do not suggest that 
the spending of a part of this 
money in Canada would have 
stimulated this country to greater 
war exertions. Rather the con- 
trary. Canada’s war effort has 
declined as the war contracts 
have increased. 


ADMITTING INCOMPETENCE. 


Sir George Foster says the 
cause of the present prices of 
necessaries is the war, and con- 
ditions resultiig” from it, &nd 
while admitting that speculation 
plays a part in fixing the pre- 
vailing prices he declares it im- 
possible to fix arbitrary prices 
by authority of government. 
The announcement does not prove 
that Government regulation of 
prices is impossible but it does 
prove that Government regulation 
of prices in any effective way is 
not to be looked for from Sir 
George and his associates. The 
Governments of Great Britain 
and France have _ certainly 
fixed prices arbitrarily, and 
the Government of the United 
States certainly intends to do 
so if the profiteers are not 
seared by the threat of it. If the 
Canadian Government cannot ar- 
bitrarily fix prices to such extent 
as to eliminate the operations of 
the speculators whom Sir George 
admits are exacting toll from the 
producers and the consumers—it 
is time the present ministers gave 
place to those who can do so,

THE POLITICAL SITUATION, 


Editor The Bulletin, 

Dear Sir: I should be pleased if 
you vould publish the following re- 
marks in your paver. in regard to the 
political muddle at Ottawa, as L be- 
eve they represent the opinion of the 
majority of the people in Alberta, al- 
though the minority give greater pub- 
leity to their views, 

I am sorry that the full text of the 
Military Service Act, introduced by 
the premier in parliament, has not 
come to hand, in order that I might 
have an opportunity to see from the 
same whether I, personally, would be 
absolutely exempt from the provisions 
of the act, as I am under the Militia 
act, so that no false impression might 
be given that

motive, However, 1 
assumed that T am 
not. According to the government 
statements, the first three classes 
named in the bill will be more than 
ample to megt the country’s obliga- 
tlons under the sald act, and I do not 
come within any one of these classes 

Many peopl», who are in favor of 
conscription, seem to think that con- 
scription is inseparably associated 
with Sir Robert Borden, whereas, as 
a matter of fact, conscription is not 
the issue at all at the present time, 
but I submit that this question should 
be made an tissue before the country. 
The real question, at the present time, 
is how the conscription measure 
should be introduced, and if finally 


decided on, %y whom it is to be en- 
forced. : 

The first question, therefore, is 
whether this is to be forced on us as

mere vassals, or whether the citizens 
in this country are free men with a 
right to have a say as to how they are 
to be governed This question then 
being decided, we Will say In favor of 
a conscriptive law, then the next issue 
to be decided is under what leader- 
ship the law is to be enforced. 
There are several reasons why the 
present government should not intro- 
duce conscription. In the first place, 
at the time the Borden government 
way placed in power, the world war 
was not even theught of, and the peo- 
ple, therefore, in returning the pres- 
ent government to power, did not con- 
sider how it would fulfill the duties 
which events have forced on it, The 
most Sir Raber! Borden's supporters 
ever claimed for him was that he was 
They did not claim for 
of 


a safe man, 
him that he was a man capable 
carrying out large undertakings. 

Furthermore, the present govern- 
ment has outlived its term, and Is 
continuing office contrary to the con- 
stitution, and ia this regard the Lib- 
eral party is as much to blame as 
the Conservative in not insisting on 
the government going to the people on 
the expiration of its term. I believe 
only one member of the house pro- 
tested against this illegality by re- 
signing his seat, 

However, many may excuse the gov- 
ernment for continuing in office by 
virtue of the precedent established by 
the Asquith government in England. 
The argument from precedent, how- 
ever, is a very ditngerous one, and 
there is nothing under the sun you 
cannot find a precedent for. More- 
over, the British government fs not in- 
fallible and results show that Premier 
Asquith ultimately was forced to give 
over the leadership to other hands. 

Attention might be called to the 
fact that the Greek government also 
followed the British precedent, and 
England and France considered them- 
selves justifie], because the Greek 
Rzverament did so, in violating Gre- 

an neutrality, but we shall presume 
that they justified themselves in this 

courso on the ground that the Greek 
government did not represent the 
views of the majority of the Greek peo- 
ple. Further, we may conclude that 
if a government is ever justified in 
retaining office contrary to the con- 
stitution, it must be only in the case 
of a crisis where the government ac- 
tually represents the majority of the 
people. Further, I think it logically 
follows that the first question for us 
to consider !n view of the present 
crisis in Canadian affairs, is whether 
our government does represent the 
voice of the majority of Canadian 
citizens, at the present time. If there 
be any doubt as to this the govern- 
ment should go to the people. If the 
country endorse its past record and fu- 
ture proposa's, the present program 
of the government is not disturbed in 
any way whatever, but on the con- 
trary its hand 19 strengthened by the 
mandate of the people and less time 
would be lost through an election than 
by the present discussion in parlla- 
ment. The rovernment, however, no 
doubt hesitates to go before the people 
for fear that it would not be returned; 
but if such an event should follow, 
this resylt would be full and sufficient 
justification for a general election, as 
T do not think any one will dispute, 
that in a democracy it is the voice of 
the majority that should rule, 
If, however, the premier retains 
office for fear of or in spite of the will 
of the people, he is exactly on a par 
with Kine Constantine, and Colonel 
LaVergne, voicing the will of the peo- 
ple would be justified in rebelling ac- 
cording to the logic of the Franco- 
British occupation of Greece, in which 
event, if LaVergne Should be success- 
ful, it would be Slr Robert Borden 
who would be the trs‘tor, and 
should be punished acwardingly. 

A further reason why ‘he present 
government shculd not retasn office is 
because of the evidence it haa piven of 
corruption and incompetence, Tt is 
necessary only to refer to the graf} in 
war contracts in connection with nu 
nitions, drugs, the purchasing of booty 
and other supplies, and it would seem 
that a government which = ts incom- 
petent to buy a pair of boots should 
not be given full control over the life 
and lberties of the people it rules. 

The present government has shown 
no set policy In {ts war policy nor any 
business method In carrying out what- 
ever policy It may, for the moment, 
adopt. Reference may be made _ to 
the national service cards. The sign- 
ing of these was not made compulsory, 
which appeared to everyone as a 
farce, and then when ft appeared that 
large numbers were not signing them. 
threats of punishment were made for 
those who refused, although it would 
be very difficult to see on what prin: 
ciple those who refused to sign could 
be punished for doing something 
which was opticnal with each individ- 
ual to do or leave undone, and espe- 
cially when the order in council made 
no provision for any penalty for fail- 
ure to sign. 

Moreover, if the government wished 
the information, which it sought, 
through answers to questions provid- 
ed for in the national service cards, 
the information could have been ob- 
tained just as fully and accurately, 
and with much less delay and expense, 
by having the census officials attend to 
the matter when taking the census 
a few weeks previously. However,

after all the expense and bluster” in 
connection with the national service 
scheme, it has now been completely 


abandoned by the government 

Tt has been quile at sea in regard to 
the home defe » problem. After re- 
crulting had been going on for some 
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day as 


months, the government announced 
that this policy was to be abandqped. 
Then again, up until a few months 
ago, the prime minister and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet were very emphatic 
in their statements that the govern- 
ment had no thought of conscription, 
while now,a bill for conscription has 
been introduced In pariiament. 

In ‘the midst of all this bungling, it 
is very apparont why the prime inin- 
ister should wish a coalition govern- 
ment. If he had found himself com- 
petent for his duties, he would no 
doubt have keen very willing to have 
the Conservative party take all the 
glory, but now that he has made a 
bungle of things in general, he very 
kindly invites the opposite party to 
go in and share the responsibility. 

But the chief reason why the gov- 
ernment should quit its office {s that 
it has acted treacherously with the 
country and ig still doing so, and in 
this connection it is only necessary to 
look at the proposed conscription 
measure, The prime minister is either 
opposed to conscription, or it was his 
policy before he arrived in England, 
or it became his policy after he ar- 
rived in England, I do not think 
there is any cther alternative, and in 
whichever one of these three positions 
we place him, it seems pretty apparent 
that he ts guilty of falsehood. 

The prime minister in introducing 
his bill spoke of his conviction of the 
necessity of conscription for Canada. 
Therefore if he is at heart opposed to 
conscription, his statement in parlia- 
ment is very evidently false. 

On the floor of the house he stated 
that his mind on this subject was not 
determined by reason of his visit to 
England, but if such be the case, up 
until the time of his departure for 
England, he and his ministers were 
very emphatic in their statements 
that the government had no intention 
of introducing conscription. The chief 
recruiting officer for Manitoba, Cap- 
tain Hindley, I believe, stated that the 
government did intend to introduce 
conscription, but this was denied by 
the governmen*, so that either Cap- 
tain Hindley or Sir Robert Borden and 
his ministers were guilty cf falsehood, 
and if we accept Sir Robert's state- 
ment on the floor of the house that 
his mind on coGnscription was deter- 
mined before leaving for England, 
then the statements of the members 
of the cabinet In reply to Captain 
Hindley were false, If, however, Cap- 
tain Hindley's statements were true, 
then Mr. Borden's statement on the 
floor of the house, that his mind was 
determined on conscription before 
leaving for Prgioend was false: 

Sir Robert stuied in parliament that 
when a delegation of labor men in- 
terviewed him as to whether the na- 
tional services cards were a forerunner 
of compulsory service, he refused to 
commit himself on this occasion, This 
is clearly an admission of a lack of 
backbone, and if on this occasion he 
refused to deny that the government 
had intended t» introduce conscrip- 
tion, this one instance does not excuse 
him for stating that there would be 
no conscription on other occasions. 

There are, however, certain things 
which would lead us to believe that 
Sir Robert's statement in parliament 
that his mind on conscription was not 
determined by his visit to England, 
is false. In tho first place, the first 
intimation of a proposed conscription 
bill for Canada was announced for the 
first time after the premier’s return 
from the old country, and up until his 
departure for England, the recruit- 


ing for the proposed homo defence 
force was continued, 
In any event, there are too many 


leophcles in the act for unfairness to 
justify itself. It would be much fair- 
er when a class is called out to have 
every man in that class go, without 
any exemptions for any cause what- 
ever. It is a legal maxim that it is 
not necessary for the law to be just as 
long as it is certain 

In conclusion, therefore, T should 
like to submit that the present issue is 
not one of conscription or no conscrip- 
tion at all. The present question ts 
whether this is to be an igsue or not. 
If not, we then are not free citizens, 
but mere vassals, This question should 
be decided by the people. Then if 
after a referendum, the people are in 
favor of conserij tion, the next issue to 
decide is whether the present govern- 
ment, with its past record of graft, in- 
coinpetence and underhanded dealing. 
is more capable of carrying the wishes 
of the people into effect than Sir 
Wilfrid Laurior, N. W. Rowell or any 
other Liberal leader,

May llth, at the meeting of the 
school board, which considered the 
request of public and high = school 
teachers that their salaries be = re- 


stored to the full schedule, the state- 
ment was made that figures publish- 
ed by the teachers re salaries ‘‘were 
incorrect nad gavo a wrong imprea- 
sion, also the statements with regard 
to the cost of living.’’ 

The board has made a definite de- 
cision on the salary question and 
therefore it may seem somewhat late 
to revert to this matter, but subse- 
quent correspondence with the chair- 
man has failed to reveal in what re- 
spect our figures were either inaccu- 
rate or misleading. Wetherefore beg 
the publicity of your columns to 
state that the figures which we used 
with reference to the rise in the cost 
of living, which is notorious, were of- 
ficial figures taken from the Labor 
Gazette. hey are statistics which 
your paper publishes periodically in 
good faith for the information of the 
public, and «he teachers fall to see 
how they can with justice be termed 
either inaccurate or misleading. 

With regard to the salary schedule 
which was published, we should like 
to say that the figures were in every 
case sent to us over the signature of 
the secretary of the school board in 
question. They have every appear- 
ance of being perfectly bona fide 
We offered this correspondence to 
the school board for the verification 
of our figures, but the offer was not 
accepted. For a member of the 
school board to declare the figures in- 
accurate without having availed him 
self of the opportunity of examining 
thelr accuracy appears to be some 
what strange, It is true that in one 
case, that of Victoria, there is a chance
